Supervisor Mitchell moved to approve Ordinance 175-O-073:  Amend The Waukesha County Shoreland

The Board was polled and 
seventeen (17) votes were cast ‘aye’ (Foti, Zimmermann, Batzko, Walz, Michalski, Heinrich, Swan, 
Howard, Wolff, Decker, Mitchell, Crowley, Paulson, Nelson, Gaughan, Wysocki, Whittow) and eight (8) 
votes were cast ‘nay’ (Morris, Dondlinger, LaFontain, Mommaerts, Cummings, Schellinger, Hammitt, and 
Johnson).  The Ordinance failed as not having support from 3/4 of the members present.  
 

Supervisor Mitchell requested Privilege of the Floor to allow Dale Shaver, Waukesha County 
Department of Parks & Land Use Director, the opportunity to speak.  Supervisor Schellinger 
raised an objection.  Supervisor Mitchell moved to allow Director Shaver Privilege of the Floor.  
Supervisor Wolff seconded the motion.  The Board was polled and nineteen (19) votes were cast 
‘aye’ (Foti, Zimmermann, Morris, Batzko, Dondlinger, LaFontain, Michalski, Heinrich, Swan, 
Howard, Wolff, Decker, Mitchell, Crowley, Paulson, Nelson, Gaughan, Wysocki, and Johnson), six 
(6) votes were cast ‘nay’ (Walz, Mommaerts, Cummings, Schellinger, Hammitt, and Whittow).  
The motion carried.  Director Shaver was granted Privilege of the Floor and made a 
presentation.
